Alberta T.B. Associa¬ 
tion receives $1,000 

The Alberta Tuberculosis As¬ 
sociation today announced re¬ 
ceipt of a contribution of $1,000 
from the Alberta Civil Service 
Welfare Fund. This fund is cre¬ 
ated as a result of donations made 
by all provincial government em¬ 
ployees and will be utilized by 
the TB Association on behalf of 
their work on a provincial basis 
to aid in financing the cost of ad¬ 
ditional X-ray units in hospitals 
for the X-ray of all admissions, 
organizing mass surveys through 
the mobile units owned by the As¬ 
sociation and operated by the pro¬ 
vincial Department of Health, re¬ 
habilitation of TB patients, etc. 

The itinerary of the mobile unit 
for the 1955 season is now being 
arranged by the director of the tu¬ 


berculosis division, and during 
the spring season will conduct 
surveys in areas of the south In¬ 
cluding Coaldale, Fincher Creek 
and the Crows Nest Pass. Later 
surveys will be conducted on the 
Tofield-Chauvin line in the north. 
Tentative plans are being laid to 
conduct a survey this year in the 
far northeast section of the prov¬ 
ince. It is in areas such as this 
where hospital and medical er- 
vices are not so readily available 
that higher rates of TB incidence 
are found, and visits of the mo¬ 
bile unit are most productive in 
searching out undisclosed tuber¬ 
culosis.

H-Bomb 

In a hydrogen bomb attack on 
an unidentified Canadian city of 
over 1,000,000 population, 49 per 
cent would escape death if they 
received advance warning and 
took precautions. This estimate 
was made a few months ago by 
Civil Defence administrators. 

In an attack by cancer — the 
nation’s No. 2 killer — Canadians 
have a 50 per cent chance of es¬ 
caping death if they receive warn¬ 
ing and obtain early^ adequate 
treatment. So Canadian Cancer 
Society statistics indicate. 

We are informed that the gov¬ 
ernment is experimenting with a 
warning device that could be in¬ 
stalled in a bedroom and be set 
off by a change in electric cur¬ 
rent if enemy bombers approach¬ 
ed, and that within two years, 
an elaborate detection system 
would be able to warn target cit¬ 
ies from two to six hours ahead 
of an enemy bomber raid.' 

The Cancer Society is conduct¬ 
ing a year-round, nation-wide pro¬ 
gram to apprise the public of the 
warning symptoms of that disease 
and how vital it is to have prompt 
medical attention, so that the pre¬ 
sent high death toll from this 
cause may be steadily cut down. 

Cancer often gives early warn¬ 
ing by one of seven common dan¬ 
ger signals which can be easily 
observed by people generally. But 
to detect some of its sneak at¬ 
tacks in an early stage the ob¬ 
servers must be physicians. 

Millions of dollars are being 
spent by the government for super 
range jet planes and guided mis¬ 
siles of tremendous power, as a 
defence against hydrogen or the 
atomic bomb air raiders. 

In contrast the Cancer Society 
is seeking the comparatively mod¬ 
est total of $2,000,000 in its an¬ 
nual educational and fund-rais¬ 
ing crusade, while preparing for a 
knockout offensive against can¬ 
cer by supporting research and 
stimulating discovery of new and 
more effective medical weapons 
against cancer. 

We feel sure no one in this com¬ 
munity will want to shirk the op¬ 
portunity to contribute and thus 
play a part in continuing the na¬ 
tional Society’s campaign to con¬ 
trol this malady, aid patients and 
carry on both professional and 
public education about cancer and 
the possibilities of cure for suf¬ 
ferers.
